No Shelter Funds 


Congress is not buying the idea that 
what the United States needs to protect its 
citizens during the interminable c o l d 
war is a m assive fallout shelter program. 
In one of Congress’ most inclusive rejec­ 
tions of an administration request, the 
House Appropriations Committee approv­ 
ed only $75 million of the $695 million re­ 
quested. 
Virtually all of the approved funds is for 
current projects involving investigation of 
possible natural shelters and research ac­ 
tivities. None will be available for a crash 
program of shelter construction, for which 
the President had requested $460 million. 
The widely publicized construction pro­ 
gram (perhaps too widely ballyhooed for 
its own good) brought forth much criticism 
from m em bers of Congress and the pub­ 
lic, on many grounds. Its fantastic cost 
(the $460 million was only the first step of

"T h at every m an should have an 
equal1 voice in choosing those who 
govern him ; . . .” 
Writing of o u r enem y, Senator

evils of C o m m u n ism is that we 
cannot look at tin* world scene in 
te rm s of ‘black and white,’ which 
of course c a rr ie s the implication 
th a t both th e F re e World and the 
C om m unist W orld a re at fault for 
th e present d a n g e r and that each 
side has its good points and its 
bad points 
I willingly concede o ur 
bad points, hut I have never been 
able to d isco v er the good points 
of c o m m u n is m .”

A nti-Sem itism is, 
for instance, being 
most fiercely 
p ro p ag ated at the p re se n t tim e in 
Soviet Russia and in m o st of tin* 
countries of the Soviet Universal 
S tate 
Soviet R ussia is an utterly 
secu lar country p u rs u in g the m a n ­ 
d ate th at religion is an opiate for 
the poopfe. D estro y in g the Jew s, 
as a religion, can only he a fore 
ru n n e r of closing dow n all C hris­ 
tian churches as u n n e c e ss a ry and 
purposeless. 
In grasping this e ssen tia l c h a ra c ­ 
teristic of the C o m m u n ist struggle 
for su p rem acy S e n a to r I)mid has 
m a d e a valuable contribution to 
the discussion of this subject.

Ezekiel continues to preach to 
th e exiles there, with one very 
Im portant 
difference — Jeru sa­ 
lem has fallen to tho conquerors 
In whose land he lives. 
This fact means two things. 
First, it means that many, many 
m ore exiles join the group of 
captives already there. T he area 
around Babylon becomes a cen­ 
te r of the Judaistic remnant. 
Secondly, the occurrence of 
th is great disaster m eans th at 
Ezekiel may stop preaching tbs 
d ire things to come. His w arn ­ 
ings have done no good, but 
now, at. least, he m ay change 
h is message to one of cornada 
tion and hope. 


Secondly, no m atter how sin­ 
ful a m an h as been, if he does 
repent and follow G ods word, 
there is “life." 
Lastly, he points out th a t this 
disaster has not been due to 
God'* unfairness to His people, 
as they allege, but to them ­ 
selves individually (Ezekiel 33:

Ju s t aa the 
good watchman and bad w atch­ 
m an w ere described, here w e 
see Israel’s false shepherds o r 
leaders (the literal translation 
of “to shepherd" is “to rule” !

County Superintendent Says 


Teacher Shortage Felt Here 


The extreme teacher shortage 
in Ohio has posed a definite prob­ 
lem in Pickaway County Schools 
this year according to county su­ 
perintendent George D. McDow­ 
ell. 
With the 
opening 
of 
schools 
just two weeks away there are 
still positions remaining unfilled 
on Pickaway County faculties. 
McDowell said one of the more 
serious problems arising from the 
teacher shortage is the holding of 
unsigned contracts by prospective 
tutors. He said teachers apply for 
jobs in the county system , then 
hold the contract, waiting to see 
if a better position becomes avail, 
able elsewhere. 
lf nothing 
better 
m aterializes 
they return the signed contract. 
*

A SCHOOL board is limited on 
the action it may take relative to 
filling the position if a contract is 
being held by a prospect. 
County schools have lost several ; 
teachers through this practice this j 
sum m er, McDowell explained. 
The County superintendent said 
Che average person does not ap­ 
preciate the shortage of teachers, 
nationwide as well as state wide. 
Ile pointed out that statistics 
complied by the educational per. 
sonnet division of the teacher 
placement office at Ohio State 
University showed that t h e r e 
was a need for IO,(KHI or more 
new teachers a year in Ohio. 
while the combined resources of 
all teacher • education 
institu­ 
tions in Ohio produce only about 
5,000 each year. 
This means that each year ap­ 
proximately one-half of Ohio’s new 
teachers must be recruited from 
other states. 
The teaching profession cannot

scale. He noted that many high 
school graduates were capable of 
earning $6,000 to $8,000. A teach­ 
er who has spent several thous­
